Serious IHnohnc of Cuttle
The Uureati of Animal Industry of

Hie department inaugurated Its cam-
paign to leHen contagious abortion
tn beef and dairy cattle with a spec-
ial exhibit at the National lVlry
fihow which opened in Sprlnguld,
Mass., on October 12.

This animal disease, which it la
estimated Is costing cattle owners
$20,000,000 a year In dead calves
and lowered inllk production, the
government veterinarians say is wc-on- d

in Importance only to tubercu-
losis In cattle, and rapidly Is coming
to the front as the most costly and
rcrious disease which the dairy In-

dustry In the United States has to
tomhat. Keports from many sections
indicate that the disease Is threading
rapidly to all parts of the country.
Con press at. its last session recogniz-
ed the seriousness of the disease by
Appropriating $50,000 to be used by
lie department In studying the
scourge and developing methods for
Us control.

Abortion In cattle, which prevents
Mie bearing of live calves and fre-
quently causes cows to become ster-H- e

ar.d remain dry, is caused by the
Bacillus Abortus. This bacillus Is
arried from animal to animal and

from herd to herd by infected bulls
and cows and may be spread In herds
by Infected feed and water or the
discharges of aborting animals. The
disease Is controllable by Isolation
and antiseptic treatment of Infected
animals and by disinfection and san-
itation of barns and cattle lots. The
department veterinarians, however,
flace the greatest emphasis on pre-
ventive measures. Proper disinfec-
tion of bulls and cows will prevent
Ks spread, and persistent antiseptic
treatment of aborting cowb will ov-

ercome sterility and enable the cows
produce healthy calves. The Gov-

ernment specialists, however, know
f no Internal drugs that will effect

euick and positive cures, and state

experiment. I stage. The exhibit at
Springfield, therefore, !: devoted en-

tirely to illustrating the simple and
inexpensive preventive and contrel

. measures which the government
lUtiiwMKti pathologists have found effective.

The department's booth contains a,
nur. ber of charts and photographs
dealing with the disease and warn-- !

ing cattle owners of its danger, and
in addition contains a complete v.
hibit of the inexpensive disinfect-
ants and simple apparatus needed by
the farmer to protect his herd or to
combat the disease if it has gained a
foothold. The exhibit is in charge!
of government pathologists who ex- -.

plain to cattle owners how to apply
th'8e methods.

The department also has in prep-
aration a Farmers' Huleltin and cir-
culars conveying exact Information
designed to encourage dairymen ami
cattle raisers to apply these reme-
dies and Join with the Department
of Agriculture and their state col-

leges and experiment Malions in a
campaign for the control and eradi-
cation of this threatening Infection.
